2 Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

A cutting tool adjustment system comprising a body (1) for adjustably holding a 
cutting tool, adjustment means (Allen key for turning screw 6 is implicit) mechanically 
releasably engageable with the body for positionally adjusting a cutting edge of the 
cutting tool. 

From this, the subject-matter of independent claim 1 differs by the following additional 
features: means electronically releasably engageable with the body and including 
power supply means for at least powering means providing information as to 
adjustment made, in use, to said cutting edge position by said adjustment means. 

2.1 The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT) 

2.2 Furthermore, it allows for a quick and precise set-up, as further detailed on pages 1 
and 2 of the description. The electronic connection between body and the power 
supply/means for providing information imply an electronic position sensor in the 
body. 

2.3 Since the proposed solution is not rendered obvious by available prior art, the 
subject-matter of claim 1 involves an inventive step, Art. 33(3) PCT. D3 also 
discloses a cutting tool electronic adjustment system with a sensor in the tool body. 
However the adjustment means are not engageable with the body as they are part of 
it. The power supply and the means for powering means providing information are not 
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engageable with the body. 

2.4 Claims 2-35 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

2.5 The subject-matter of the application has industrial use.
